.he county commissioners of six counties, of which Scioto county 
s one, to establish a joint home for the treatment of tubercular 
patients. In the, furtherance of this project it is to the credit of 
he three commissioners from tliio connty, Messrs. Bennett, Egbert 
and Spencer, that they were early converts to the idea and that 
.hey from the first lent active and energetic support to the prelim- 
nary plans for the establishment of the tubercular institution. 


Arrangements have now been made for 1;he purchase 
of a 


;ract of land, located near Chillicothe, that is said to be an ideal 
spot so far as the natural needs of the new institution are 
con- 


;erned. It is next proposed to proceed with the construction of 
the necessary buildings without delay so that sufferers from the 
;reat White Plague can soon begin to derive benefit from 
the 


nost advanced methods of treatment. 


It has been established clearly 
that 
tuberculosis 
can be 


checked and cured if taken hold of and treated properly in earlier 
stages. In cases that are far advanced frequently great good re- 
,ults and in many cases the ravages of the disease are 
checked. 


\Ve remember some years ago when a member of the board of 
.rustees of the Ohio Hospital for Epileptics, the board 
at the 


.uggestion of the superintendent, ajid under his guidance, went 
horoiiKhlv into this question of modern treatment, with the re- 
mit that the board established on the grounds of the institution a 
uberculosis camp for patients. 
The results were much better 


ban anticipated. 
Personally we used to visit this camp and make 


direct inquiries of patients living therein, and in every case they 
;poke of being easier and more comfortable in the open air cot- 
ages than in the regular hospital or in the closed cottages. It was 
vonderful too, to sec the improvement in cases in

St. Louis, Aug. 23.—Flood waters from the Meramec river, 


which rose Saturday night and Sunday flooding a large part of the 
town of Valley Park, drowning: several persons, causing heavy 
property damage and driving 3,500 persons from their homes, re- 
ceded rapidly today. As the waters went down and debris was 
cleared away, many persons previously reported 
missing were 


found and it was believed early reports of twelve or more persons 
drowned would prove to be exaggerated.

St. Louis, Aug. 23—St. Louis 


eounty was recovering today from 
the third flood which has descend- 
ed upon this community in 
as 


ouany days—a flood that cost 12 
lives, more than a million dollars 
•v-'orth of property and made two 
thousand families homeless. 


Twelve deaths had been 


ported to the coroner this iuorn- 
ing and almost a hundred per- 
sons were listed as missing. River 
men fear the falling of the Jlera- 
jr.ac river today may disclose a 
heavy toll in human lives. 
They 


also said the 
bodies of 
many 


drowned 
probably 
would 
be 


'nvashed into the Mississippi river, 
carried down stream and might 
not be recovered soon because of 
the mass of Hood debris now in 
the river, and because of its un- 
usually strong current. 


Equally distressing 
conditions 


prevail throughout soutbeastera 
Missouri and parts oE western Ill- 
inois where the toll, less severe in 
the number of lives lost, is 
far 


greater in damage to 
property 


and crops. 
Railroad, telephone 


and telegraph facilities in many 
counties are nil, the damage mayj 
aggregate $5,000,000 
and thou-' 


ssnds of farmers and villagers are 
homeless. 


The flood was due to the Texas 


const storm, which last 
Friday 


swept through Arkansas into j\lis- 
Kouri and across the Mississippi to 
Illinois. St. Louis had hardly re- 
covered from the effects of 
the 


storm on Saturday when the DCS 
Pores river went a mile out of 
its banks, drowning eleven per- 
sons and before the Des Peres had 


fallen- to 
its normal level, 
the 


Meramec river, ten to fifteen miles 
west of this city went two to four 
miles but of its banks. 


The Meramec rose during 
the 


night while thousands of camp- 
ers and picnickers slept in 
the 


club houses and summer cottages, 
which dot the river banks. From 
two o'clock

Sheriff Is Weaving 
Net About Negro 


Accused Of Crime 


County authorities are weaving a strong chain of circumstan- 


tial evidence connecting Kid Walker, the negro in the county jail, 
with criminal responsibility for the explosion of dynamite at a C. & 
0. N. railroad camp near Sciotoville early Sunday morning, which 
caused the death of three men and wounded a dozen others, some 
of them permanently. 


While no formal charges have been preferred against Walker, 


who is being held on suspicion, Sheriff Smith stated Monday after- 
noon that a.charge of murder would be placed against him within 
the next day or so. 


He said that he was awaiting the outcome of William Boss* in- 


juries before taking further action. Ross is the man whose life, it 
is claimed, Walker sought, and should he die from bis injuries tha 
charge of murder would be full established, he claims. 


Some doubt exists in the mind of the sheriff whether a charge 


of murder would hold where death was caused to one whose life was 
not sought, but several local attorneys are of the opinion that in a 
case where a man wantonly set out to kill another man, knowing 
that the lives of others would be imperiled by his act, his act con- 
stitutes murder. 


Sheriff Has Evidence 
' 


.Whila he refused to divulge the names of his informers Sheriff 


Smith sftys- he has the statements of a half a dozen negroes in camp 
that they heard Walker openly threaten to "get" Ross before tha 
night was over. He also says that two of them informed him early 
Sunday morning while he was on the scene of the explosion that 
they saw Walker carrying a bucket with something in it a short 
time before the explosion occurred. 
v- 


Further evidence of like nature was secured by Sheriff Smith 


and Prosecuting Attorney Micklethwait Monday morning at Hemp- 
stead hospital, where they went to secure statements from the in- 
jured, according to the sheriff. Some of the negroes who were vic- 
tims of the tragedy claim to have heard Walker making threats 
against Ross' life. 


Gathering Up The Clues 


Early Monday afternoon the sheriff and prosecuting attorney 


went to the scene of the explosion to secure additional evidence. 
They will interrogate closely every man in the camp, and expect to 
unearth information which will aid them in unraveling the mystery. 
Prosecuting Attorney Micklethwait also expects to familiarize him- 
self with the topography of the camp so he will be better able to 
prosecute the case when it comes to trial. 


Sheriff Smith is confident that he has the right man under ar- 


rest, and his efforts are now directed toward securing evidence that 
will establish his guilt. He has made no effort to "sweat" the pris. 
oner and will not until he concludes his preliminary investigation. 


Walker Held In Cell 


Walker is confined in a cell in the county jail along with the 


other prisoners. In his conversations with the sheriff he has stout- 
ly denied his guilt, and says he knows nothing about the affair. He 
denies having been out late with a bucket in his hand, as some of tha 
witnesses claim, and denies having threatened to take Ross' life. 


The woman, Alice Jackson, who is being held in the female 


ward of the county jail as a witness, also denies having sent Wal- 
ker out for water, as has been alleged. She also denies knowledge 
of the alleged crime. 


Sheriff Smith says that there is no occasion for haste in prefer- 


ring formal charges against Walker, and adds that he will secure 
additional evidence before he does so. He is keeping secret a large 
portion of the evidence which he has already unearthed, he says.

Aliens Should Know 
English Language 


"Washington, Aug. 23.—-Re- 


sponding to numerous 
inquiries 


the bureau of naturalization to- 
day issued a general letter rela- 
tive to its views as to the course 
which till on Id be followed in train- 
ing the alien population in Amer- 
ican cities. 


"While pointing out the 
possi- 


bility oE laying down any hard 
and fast rules on the subject the 
letter rleclares thai the prime 
requisite is ability to speak the 
English language. ; ilt is through 
this medium alone," it say's, ''that 
aliens can acquire 
a 
practical 


knowledge both in and out of the 
schools of oui- institutions. This 
will lav the necessary foundation 


in instruction in some simple out- 
line of-' American civics, and the 
obligations as well as the privi- 
leges and immunities of American 
citizenship. 


"Above all iu this connection 


they should be taught that the 
supreme authority in this country 
is the linv and that the first duty 
of an American citizen is obedi- 
ence to that law, even though it 
may seem an unwise or objection- 
able law; the remedy in the latter 
case being through constitutional 
methods tn modify or change the 
law, but that in all casas the first 
duty of American citizensliip is 
obedience to the law as written."

Later they went to a 
shack occupied by Sam Kidd and 
liis wife because they did not pay 
Mrs. Dean.her board, so she 
claims.. .In an adjoining shack 
(the oii.c blown up) lived Will 
Ross. So the story goes, Boss and 
the 'Jackson woman had met • be- 
fore and were old " sweethearts.
